Department of Agriculture Has 


Set Up No Bacterial 


Standards, Say s 


Statement. 


T 


HE numerous misappreh ensions 
under wh ich th e public in gen 
eral and dairymen everywh ere 
in particular h ave been laboring 
in regard to th e work th e government 
is carrying on, with a view to estab­ 
lish a h igh er standard of purity iu th e 
nation's milk supply, h as led th e de­ 
partm ent of agriculture to issue a state 
m ent outlining its policy in dealing 
w ith th e milk situation in th e United 
States. 
Contrary to th e general im­ 
pression, th e statem ent points out. th e 
government lias set up no bacterial 
standards with wh ich all milk coming 
under its jurisdiction 
in 
interstate 
commerce must comply, but instead is 
conducting a campaign of education to 
Instruct dairymen and oth ers h andling 
th e milk supply of cities and towns to 
produce and sh ip good milk. 
Th e statem ent follows: 
“It is erroneously supposed th at th e 
departm ent of agriculture h as estab­ 
lish ed absolute standards and bacterial 
counts to wh ich all milk coming under 
Its Jurisdiction in interstate commerce 
m ust comply. Th e departm ent h as es­ 
tablish ed no absolute standards. 
It 
certainly h as not and will not estab­ 
lish any rule declaring th at milk con­ 
taining less th an a certain number of 
bacteria per cubic centimeter is good 
milk. 
Under such a standard, milk 
containing less th an a certain number 
ofvtyph oid or tubercle bacilli would au­ 
tomatically be passed as coming up to 
standard. 
“A simple count of th e bacteria is 
not In itself sufficient to determine ab­ 
solutely its safety. 
Th e nature of th e 
bacteria as well as th eir number also 
must, if possible, be considered. 
Th e 
presence of only a few disease pro­ 
ducing bacteria migh t make th e milk 
dangerous,

Tuberculin Supplied Farmers. 
“Th rough th is bureau th e depart­ 
ment supplies tuberculin for testing 
h erds. 
Th ese demonstrators h ave no 
power to compel th e farm er to follow 
th eir advice. Th ey m erely'try to sh ow 
h im th at’ th ese measures are for h is 
own good 
Th ey do not and cannot 
require th e farm er to pasteurise h is 
milk. 
Wh ere th ey find a h erd th at is 
not tested for tuberculosis or milk be­ 
ing produced in an* unclean way, th ey 
advise th at th e milk be pasteurized, 
using any one of a number of compet­ 
ing mach ines or a h omemade pasteur­ 
izer. 
“As a result of th is work th ousands 
of farmers h ave introduced new and 
sanitary meth ods of producing and 
sh ipping milk—not because th ey were 
forced to do so, but because th ey saw 
th e justice of protecting th eir consum­ 
ers and found th at th ey lost less milk 
and made greater profits by following 
th e specialists’ advice. 
“Th e dairy division advises th e pas­ 
teurization of milk unknown or of

h armless bacteria could be present 
with out necessarily indicating th at th e 
milk was unsafe.

SPECIALISTS ON MARKETING. 


Employ ed by Gov ernment to Report 
Prices From Start to Finish. 
It is announced by th e departm ent of 
agriculture at Wash ington th at a spe­ 
cialist on marketing perish able produce 
wfll investigate prices received by pro­ 
ducers, cost of transportation and stor­ 
age, ch ange of ownersh ip, accumulated 
ch arges, profits and oth er elements. 
Th is specialist will th en study condi­ 
tions in various sections to determine 
th e feasibility of a market news serv­ 
ice dealing with perish able products 
ami also th e best meth od of making 
statistics of supply and demand useful 
to th e farm er or truck gardener. 
Oth er specialists will give attention 
to studying co-operative organizations 
of producers and consumers, including 
co-operative marketing associations of 
farmers and buyers, co-operative stores, 
etc. Th ey will make intensive studies 
of typical communities dealing with 
special i^roducts and will assist 
in th e 
formation of new co-operative enter­ 
prises. 
An expert h i co-operative ac­ 
counting will assist such organizations 
to keep th eir books and records ef­ 
fectively, establish cost systems and 
follow up meth ods of h andling

Educators Will Meet In Buffalo Aug 25 
to 
30 to 
D iscuss 
School 
Hy giene. 
“ Little Red Schoolhouse” and How to 
Improv e It Will Be Chief T hem e of 
Discu-ssion at Session. 


Th e “little red sch ool h ouse” is to oc­ 
cupy a place of h onor on th e pro­ 
gram of th e Fourth international con­ 
gress on sch ool h ygiene, wh ich will 
meet iu Buffalo from Aug. 25 to Aug. 
30, according to a statem ent issued by 
th e program committee, wh ich is com­ 
posed of Drs. Robert W. Lovett and 
David L. Edsall of Harvard, Dr. Lu­ 
th er LI. Gulick of New York and Dr. 
Th omas A. Storey of th e College of 
th e City of New York, secretary gen­ 
eral of th e congress. 
“Th e problems of th e city sch ools 
h ave received a great deal of much 
deserved attention.” say th e members 
of th e committee in th eir announce­ 
ment of th e program. 
“Th e very se­ 
rious problems of th e village sch ool 
and of th e rural sch ool h ave received 
but little attention. Th e study and th e 
solution of th ese problems are of ob­ 
vious yomplexity and importance. Th e 
committee is th erefore anxious to se­ 
cure papers relating to rural sch ool 
h ygiene and village sch ool h ygiene as 
well as to th e city sch ool h ygiene.” 


Dr. C lax ton’s Report. 
In a report issued at Wash ington 
United States Commissioner of Edu­ 
cation Ph ilander P. Claxton calls at­ 
tention to th e subject of tbe little red 
sch ool iu th e following terms: 
“Until 
very 
recently few 
careful 
studies of tbe rural sch ools h ave been 
made, and we yet h ave little accurate 
information 
about 
th em 
and 
little 
knowledge of tbe factors entering into 
th e problem of th eir improvement. We 
do kuow in a general way th at th eir 
terms are sh ort, th eir support inade­ 
quate, th eir teach ers poorly prepared, 
th eir attendance irregular, th eir man­ 
agement unscientific and wasteful of 
money, time and energy; th eir courses 
of stuffy ill adapted to th eir needs and 
th e h ouses in wh ich th e ch ildren are 
tasgh t ch eap and poorly equipped and 
furnish ed. Th at th is is not true of all 
rural sch ool« goes with out saying, but 
it is unfortunately true in a large 
measure of most of th em.” 
In all th ere are some 212.000 one 
teach er IFttle red sch oolh ouses in th e 
United States alone, according to th e 
Wash ington report, prepared by A. C. 
Monah an. 
In th is report th ere is a 
picture of a one teach er rural sch ool- 
h ouse wh ich is ch aracterized as “a 
fair type of about_oue-h alf of th e 212,- 
000 one teach er rural sch ools.” -Most 
of th e original red paint seems to h ave 
been wash ed off th ose sch ools. 
An Erroneous Impression. 
“A general impression h as been cre­ 
ated.” says Mr. Monah an, “th at th ere 
exists an 
American 
sch ool 
system 
wh ich is sufficient and nation wide, 
with equal educational opportunities 
in all parts of th e country. 
Th é im­ 
pression is erroneous. 
It is probably 
true th at tbe public sch ools, both urban 
and 
rural, 
h ave made considerable 
progress. b« t th e marked progress h as 
been confined almost wh olly to th e 
city and town. 
Th e majority of rural 
sch ools are h oused in uncomfortable 
buildings, unsuitable from every stand­ 
point. wlttrout proper furniture or fa­ 
cilities for h eating, ventilating and 
ligh ting; with out adequate provisions 
for guarding th e h 'enlth and morals of 
th e ch ildren and with comparatively 
littie equipment for teach ing.” 
Dr. F le tctu/r B. Dresslar, sch ool h y­ 
giene specialist in tlie bureau of educa­ 
tion, wh o is ch airman of th e commit­ 
tee on scientific exh ibit at th e fourth 
International 
cengress, 
h as 
recently 
beon making a special study of th e 
rural sch ool buildlaf and grounds. Th e 
result of h is invuatkpatton. wh ich is to 
be publish ed in a apoelal bulletin, will 
be oalled to tbe atiwtftton of th e dele­ 
gates at Buffalo. 
Dr. Daeaeiar found 
feat, alth ough tbe« « is greaf need for 
reform, nevertbrtosa tbe indications at 
the, present time point toward a m ark­ 
ed impro v ein eat hi (be rural sch ool 
ground and equipment.

no unced that if co ngress was to be 
kept in co ntinuo us sessio n on the de­ 
mand o f the president after the tariff 
bill was dispo sed of. it might as well 
take all the time deemed necessary to 
debate the pending tariff bill. 
Senato r Lo dge warned the Demo ­ 
cratic leaders that they wo uld no t ex ­ 
pedite the tariff bill so lo ng as the 
president held o v er co ngress the threat 
o f requiring them to stay h^re and co n­ 
sider a currency bill after the tariff 
measure had been dispo sed o f. 
He in­

Precepts of 2300 B. C. De­ 


ciphered From Ancient Stone.

W h at is said to be an arch aeological 
discovery of great interest to sch olars 
th e world over is announced by th e 
museum of th e University of Pennsy l­ 
vania. 
It is a sh attered tablet, upon par­ 
ticles of wh ich , pieced togeth er, are 
inscribed many of th e missing laws 
from th e code of King Hamurabi. wh o 
ruled Baby lonia at a period estimated 
about 2100 to 2300 B. C. 
Most of th e laws, as deciph ered, re­ 
fer to financial transactions, aud one 
contaius th e germ from wh ich , per­ 
h aps, sprang all bankrupt laws of th e 
last 4.000 y ears. 
No criminal statutes 
are ex pounded. 
Th e tablet, wh ich is believed to be 
part of th e oldest collection of laws 
and precepts ex tant, was found at 
Susa in th e winter of 19 01-’02 by M 
de Morgan, a French arcliaelogist, and 
brough t to th is country recently by au 
ex pedition of th e University of Penn­ 
sy lvania. returning from Nippur, an 
ancient city in Baby lonia, wh ere th e 
university h as made ex tensive ex cava­ 
tions. 


A n c ie n t s ’ B a n k r u p t c y Law. 
Dr. Arno Poebel of th e University of 
Breslau. 
a 
distinguish ed 
oriental 
sch olar, deciph ered th e much worn 
Baby lonish ch aracters. 
Th e law re­ 
lating to bankruptcy say s: 
“If a man h as borrowed grain or 
money from th e merch ant and h as 
neith er grain nor money to pay back, 
but h e h as movable goods, h e sh all 
give wh atever h e h as to th e merch ant 
in th e presence of w itnesses, accord­ 
ing as (words missing) th e merch ant 
sh all not refuse; h e must accept.” 
Anoth er law. dealing with interest, 
say s: 
“If th e merch ant lends grain upou 
interest h e sh all take oue-tifth of a 
ker of grain for each ker as interest 
If h e lends money upon interest h e 
sh all take a six th and six grains of 
silver for each sh ekel as interest.” 


Interest at 20 P e r Cent. 
Th is would h ave required borrowers 
to pay interest at th e rate of 20 per 
cent. 
Anoth er law' provided th at if a 
merch ant ch arged compound interest 
h e sh ould lose th e principal and six 
times th e amount of interest as for 
feit.

Many Days Before the Government 


at Washing ton Takes Action. 


W ashington, 
July 
30.—it 
is now 
clearly ap p arent th at the adm inistra­ 
tion intends to go slow ljri« attem p ting 
to solv e the Mex ican p roblem. 
There 
has been no change in the situation 
and no mov e has been m ade on the 
p art of the p resident or Secretary 
Bry an toward altering in any way the 
p resent state of affairs. 
It has become m ore p ositiv e, how­ 
ev er, th at th e idea up p erm ost in the 
p resident’s mind w ith reference to 
Mex ico is m ediation of some sort. The 
idea * has hardly adv anced bey ond a 
tentativ e state, but it is the p resent in­ 
tention to try to shap e it into a defi­ 
nite p lan. 
The p resident is not in­ 
clined to rush headlong into ev en a 
p rop osal of m ediation. 
It is the ex p ectation th a t it will be 
m any day s before the adm inistration 
m akes any decisiv e mov e in regard to 
the Mex ican situation. 
M eantim e the 
im p ression is growing th a t out of the 
wholly ex tra official efforts to work 
out a p rogram of conciliation and com­ 
p rom ise in Mex ico th ere may result 
som ething which will render unneces­ 
sary any drastic action by the gov ern­ 
m ent of the U nited States. W hile this 
m ov em ent tow*ard a com p rom ise, the 
chief feature of which is, of course, the 
elim ination of P resident H uerta, is 
wholly outside the adm inistration, it is 
understood th at P resident W ilson is 
inclined to delay a final decision p end­ 
ing the efforts of those behind the new 
p rogram in Mex ico. 
This m ov em ent seem s to center 
chiefly about O scar BranifT, a wealthy 
Mex ican, who left today for Mex ico 
City . 
Mr. BranifT has been in W ash­ 
ington sev eral day s conferring w ith 
Secretary of S tate Bry an and state 
dep artm ent officials. 
W hile his p lans 
are fully known and understood by the 
state dep artm ent, they are not receiv ­ 
ing eith er the ap p rov al or the disap ­ 
p rov al of th at dep artm ent. 
It m ay be 
said, howrev er, th a t the state dep art­ 
m ent is not out of sy m p athy with Mr. 
BranifT. 
M a ny of those sup p orting the mov e­ 
m ent for a readjustm ent in Mex ico to 
be m ade by the M ex icans them selv es, 
believ e there is a fair p rosp ect of in­ 
ducing President H uerta to resign his 
office im m ediately . It w*as p ointed out 
th at if H uerta is following closely the 
trend of ev ents and p olicies in W ash­ 
ington it will be easy to conv ince him 
th at the p resident has not the slight­ 
est intention of giv ing him and his 
gov ernm ent any recognition. 
It was 
further suggested th at it ought not to 
he difficult to m ake H uerta see th at 
his cause as p resident of Mex ico is ab­ 
solutely hop eless and th a t he m ight as 
well m ake the best of a bad situation 
by elim inating him self and leav ing the 
w ay clear for the arrangem ent of a 
modus v iv endi to hold until elections 
can be held. 
W hile heretofore the business inter­ 
ests of all nationalities in Mex ico hav e 
clam ored for the recognition of H uer­ 
ta because they felt th at he, as the 
head of the only gov ernm ent in Mex ­ 
ico was the only m an who could do 
any thing to m ake life and p rop erty 
reasonably secure, it is understood 
now that some of them hav e changed 
their view's. 
T hat H uerta has begun to see the 
light to a certain ex tent has been in­ 
dicated by his ostentatious efforts to 
p lease the W ashington gov ernm ent in 
the last few day s. H uerta has acceded 
to ev ery dem and m ade in the case of 
Charles B. Dix on, the U nited States 
im m igration insp ector shot a t Juarez 
by federal soldiers; he has. up on de­ 
m and from the Am erican em bassy , in­ 
structed his officers to release Charles 
Bissel. an Am erican, and B ernard Mac­ 
Donald, an Englishm an, who w ere im­ 
p risoned by fédérais near Chihuahua. 
H e haR also asked Charge d’Affaires 
O’Shaughnessy to conv ey to the p resi­ 
dent his ex p ressions of regret th at the 
A m erican gov ernm ent should ascribe 
to the influence of the Mex ican gov ern­ 
m ent any action antagonistic to Am er­ 
icans during his (H uerta’s) occup ancy 
of the p residency . He sent assuranoes 
to the state dep artm ent th a t no injus­ 
tice o r v iolence shall be done to Am er­ 
icans with his cognizance as long 
ae 
he is p résident of Mex ico. 
Fro m the factio n o ppo sing Huerta 
co me adv ices reassuring as to pro s­ 
pects o f an amicable settlem ent o f the 
Mex ican situatio n. 
The Carraneistas 
o r ‘Co nstitutio nalists” hav e undergo ne 
a change ef heart and declare that 
they are in a “ receptiv e mo o d.” 
This 
receptiv eness, ho wev er, ex tends o nly 
to such pro po sitio ns as are predicated 
upo n the o usting o f Huerta. 
No definite pro gram as to ho w Huer­ 
ta’s remo v al is to be acco mplished has 
been y et bro ught fo rward.
